Student vote at issue in referendum date

County reporter 
Board of Supervisors chairman Francis H. Beattie said 
he is asking the county counsel's office to leave the date 
E 
on preparatory documents to be presented next 
day pertaining to a referendum election on the Exxon 
Corp. processing plant. 
He seemed to make it clear that there will be a definite 
attempt on the board to seek a special election — possibly 
this summer after the students at UC Santa Barbara leave 
the campus — rather than agree to a May 27 election to be 
consolidated with school district elections. 
The taxpayers would save an estimated $40,000 through a 
May 27 consolidated election compared with a special 
election on the rezoning ordinance passed 3-2 by the 
supervisors Feb. 10. 
“ Some of us would like to gamble $40,000 if we could get 
$750,000 a year in taxes in return,” commented Beattie. 


Beattie’s comments came at the close of the supervisors 
meeting Monday after Supervisor James M. Slater had 
brought the matter back for reconsideration The board 
agreed on a 3-2 vote to have the county counsel prepare 
documents in time for next Monday’s session that could 


pave the way for an election date to be set next week should 
the referendum petitions qualify as expected 
Slater had felt the documents to be drawn up could pertain 
to the May 27 election date Such documents must be 
processed two months before the election. But Beattie's 
statements indicated a clear challenge will be made by 
several board members to bypass the May 27 election date. 
Beattie's mention of $750,000 a year in taxes referred to 
some estimates from industry sources that the county could 
expect this much of a gain in property taxes and inventory 
taxes annually if the $%-million Exxon oil and processing 
plant is built in Las Flores Canyon. 
Opponents have been saying that county service costs 
could take a considerable chunk out of this figure over the 
years, but no estimates have been made of county expenses 
involved 


Beattie served notice he may fight the May 27 election 
date after Supervisor Frank Frost — who with Slater 
opposed the Exxon rezoning — said he intends to be on 
vacation next Monday and won't return until March 31. 
Frost notified the board he will be “ out of the country” 
from March 18 to March 31. Permission to leave the country 
must be obtained from the board 


The new strategy on the part of the pro-Exxon board 
members developed after the county clerk's office indicated 
it expects to finish a “ crash count” on the referendum 
petitions by Thursday. 
Some 22,600 signatures were obtained, and only 9,204 need 
to be validated to qualify the petitions More than 6,000 had 
been validated by late Monday 
Validations were running at the rate of about 80 per cent, 
and if this keeps up it would mean that the county would 
show about double the number of validated voter signatures 
needed In other developments: 
— Supervisor Robert Kallman announced point blank he 
wouldn't vote for a rescission of the zoning ordinance He 
said a survey showed only a small percentage of voters in 
his Second District had signed the petitions The supervisors 
have the option of rescinding an ordinance if they believe 
the public sentiment against their action 
— Kallman added it was not his intention at this time to 
seek a special election Board chairman Francis Beattie 
said he wasn’t going to support any election until the 
petitions were attested to as qualified Beattie. Supervisor 
Harrell Fletcher and Kallman had voted for the rezonmg, 
and there were reports that within this group there might 
come a proposal for a special election in the summer when 


the Ista Vista student population would be largely off 
campus. 
— Neither Beattie nor Fletcher gave any indication they’d 
ask for a special election, when Supervisor Frank Frost 
asked if anyone on the board harbored anv thought of such 
an election 


— Frost is planning a vacation trip outside the country 
this week and next week, returning March 31. He did not 
appear to think the majority favoring the Exxon plant would 
make use of his absence and try to stage an expensive 
special election. He said he didn't think the antioil move 
would need the student votes to defeat the rezoning 
ordinance, however. 


— Supervisor James M Slater appeared concerned that 
with Frost absent there could be a deadlocked vote on a 
motion for a May 27 election, and the election be delayed. 
The county counsel's office said any citizen could sue to 
have the election carried out without a long delay Slater 
attempted to set up a vote on a motion to rescind the 
ordinance Monday But the county counsel's office said this 
couldn't happen until the 
board had gotten notice of 
qualification of the petitions at a regular meeting That will 
be next Monday. 
Ford compromise 
seen on tax relief 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford today reportedly expressed a 
willingness to compromise with the 
Democrats on the size of a tax relief bill 
if it does not include amendments such 
as a proposal to abolish the oil depletion 
allowance. 
The Senate was prepared to take up a 
depletion allowance amendment today 
as part of its debate on a $29.2 billion tax 
cut proposal written by the Senate 
Finance Committee. The amendment 
was expected to spark a two-day floor 
fight. 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield said the Senate would work 
into the weekend — as Ford requested 
—if necessary to pass a tax cut bill. But 
he left some doubt whether the Senate 
would stay in session while a conference 
committee 
tries 
to 
reconcile 
the 
differing House and Senate measures. 
Ford, who proposed a tax cut totalling 
no more than $16, discussed the subject 
with Republican congressional leaders 
during a 1-Vi hour meeting today before 
the Senate convened to take up the tax 
bill. 
Emerging from the meeting, Rep. 
Eiford A. Cederberg, R-Mich., said Ford 
“ indicated 
his 
willingness 
to 
compromise” on the size of the tax cut 
as long as the final bill does not include 
the oil depletion amendment or another 
proposed amendment to provide tax 
credits to home buyers. 
Cederberg indicated Ford might even

be willing to accept a compromise 
figure as high as $25 billion. But 
Assistant Senate Republican Leader 
Robert Griffin said he did not think Ford 
set a dollar amount for the compromise. 
“ He did draw a line,” Griffin added 
“ He wants a bill closer to the House 
bill.” 
The House-passed measure would 
provide $21.3 billion in tax relief. The 
Senate bill includes an amendment for 
tax credits to home purchasers. 
“ The 
President 
indicated 
his 
willingness to compromise in the area of 
a tax bill,” Cederberg said. “ But he 
reiterated his opposition to the vastly 
increased spending which could run the 
deficit to a minimum of $80 billion and 
probably closer to $100 billion when you 
look at all the things in the House bill.” 
Asked if Ford would accept a $25 
billion tax cut bill, Cederberg replied, " I 
think if it came out clean (without 
amendments), he might be willing to do 
that ” 
Proposed Senate amendments could 
add several billions to the bill before it is 
sent to a conference committee to be 
reconciled with the House measure. 
With both the Senate and House 
anxious to recess for Easter, the bill 
could possibly be sent to President Ford 
as early as Saturday. Adjournment 
without a tax bill could amount to 
political 
suicide 
because

rebates of $100 to $200 for almost all 
taxpayers would be delayed. 


Ullman energy plan 
would tax gas use 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House 
Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee 
is 
considering an energy program based on 
taxing heavily any American adult using 
more than nine gallons of 
gasoline a 
week 
The proposal was 
introduced 
by 
Chairman A1 Ullman Monday based on 
the work of seven committee task 
forces. 
It would increase the federal tax on 
gasoline —now 4 cents a gallon —by 7 
cents next Jan. 1,8 cents on April 1,1977, 
7 cents the following April, 8 cents the 
next and finally 7 cents April 1,1980 for a 
total increase of 37 cents. The President 
could vary the dates. 


Each U.S. resident 18 years of age or 
older would receive an income tax 
credit for the equivalent of the tax 
increase on nine gallons of gasoline a 
week. The credit would amount to $33.60 
for the 7-cent increase of 1976.

consumption, Ullman's measure would 
impose on 1977 model cars heavy taxes 
to penalize buyers of cars which do not 
bum gasoline efficiently. 
The 1977 model cars getting less than 
14 miles per gallon would be assessed a 
$200 efficiency tax, and those getting 
less than 21 miles per gallon would be 
assessed $40. This tax would increase 
each year until 1981 models getting less 
than 16 miles per gallon would be 
assessed $1,000, and cars getting less 
than 25 miles per gallon would suffer a 
$40 penalty tax. 
Treasury Secretary William Simon 
was the final witness before the panel 
Monday. He dampened talk of a compro­ 
mise in the works between Ullman’s 
committee and the White House by 
insisting on President Ford’s original 
plan to deal with the energy problem by 
taxing 
imports 
to 
reduce 
U.S. 
dependence 
on 
foreign 
petroleum 
sources. 
Without telling Simon that he was 
talking about his own bill he was about 
to introduce, Ullman asked for his 
comment on the possibility of gradually 
increasing gasoline taxes over a period 
of years coupled with an exemption for 
basic needs. 
Simon said the White House rejects 
any plan which would put the energy 
conservation 
burden on automobile 
gasoline consumers. Ford’s program, he 
said, would tax oil imports so that all 
segments of the economy would share 
the burden of energy conservation 
aimed at making the United States 
independent of foreign oil producers. 
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Dam failure 
topic of 
area confab

Lompoc 
and 
other 
governmental 
entities along the Santa Ynez River will 
send representatives to a meeting next 
week to discuss a contingency plan for 
evacuation in the event Bradbury Dam 
should fail. 
Lompoc’s representatives will include 
Police Lt. Howard Reshoft. 
There is no hint that the dam 
downstream from Cachuma Lake has 
any structural weakness, according to 
Bob Partie, county flood control official. 
“ The Cachuma Project was built by the 
Bureau of Reclamation and the Bureau 
has a spotless record with its dams,” 
Partie said today. He said the state had 
mandated evacuation plans for areas 
downstream from dams as a matter of 
policy. 
The area representatives will meet in 
the County Schools auditorium in Santa 
Barbara on March 25. It was uncertain 
what other individuals would be on hand 
to represent Lompoc or the sheriff’s 
department. 
Details of the action by the state were 
not immediately available today, but 
Partie said the program affected dams 
statewide. 
A local evacuation plan 
would be a procedural handmaiden to an 
early 
warning 
system 
that 
was 
developed after the disastrous floods of 
1969. The system was in response to 
criticism of the operators of Bradbury 
Dam in the light of severe downstream 
damage as a result of the spill from 
Cachuma. 
Since the early warning system was 
developed, 
local 
governments 
get 
periodic reports on the Cachuma Lake 
and Bradbury Dam during the winter. 


Good Friday may 
be school holiday 
despite ruling 


Classified 
school 
employes 
will 
probably get the afternoon off with pay 
on Good Friday as scheduled unless the 
school board changes its policy before 
that time. 
That was the word from deputy county 
counsel Don Vickers today. Vickers said 
he would be unable to complete an 
opinion before that time because he 
hadn’t seen a copy of the opinion handed 
down last week by a California Appeals 
Court. The court ruled that it was 
unconstitutional for state employes to 
be granted time off with pay on Good 
Friday because such practice violated 
the doctrine of separation of church and 
state. Good Friday falls on March 28, 
Easter comes on the following Sunday. 
Vickers said it was uncertain whether 
the action by the state court would apply 
to 
local 
government, 
although

conceded that it might.

Inflation in retreat, Simon says 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Treasury 
Secretary William Simon says inflation 
is retreating much faster than an­ 
ticipated. 
He calls this “ the payoff of the cool- 
off.” In ordinary language, that means 
the welcome side effect of the “ cool- 
off” —the worst recession since the 
1930s —is a swift, sharp drop in the rate 
of inflation. 


Simon 
told 
a 
Senate 
Budget 
Committee hearing Monday inflation 
should average 7 per cent this year, 
compared with last year’s double-digit 
12 per cent. 
This is better than the administration 
had expected. It predicted an 11.3 per 
cent inflation rate. But that was based 
on the assumption Congress would buy 
President Ford’s energy program, with 
its 
built-in 
two 
percentage 
point 
increase in the consumer price index. 
Simon was less precise about the other 


effect 
of 
the 
“ cool-off” 
—unemploymenL He said it would wind 
up higher than the administration's 
forecast of an average of 8.1 in 1975, but 
he would not say how much higher. 
Unemployment reached 8.2 per cent of 
the work force in January and February, 
and some economists say it could go as 
high as 10 per cent. 
In the long run, Simon said, the 
unemployment rate will fall to 5.5 per 
cent a lot sooner than 1980 —the date the 
administration initially forecast. 
Disavowing another administration 
projection, Simon said the deficit in 
fiscal 1976, which begins July 1, is likely 
to hit $80 billion —far beyond the $51.9 
billion forecast in Ford’s budget Feb. 3. 
So high a deficit, Simon said, could 
have a ruinous impact on recovery and 
on interest rates The result, he said, 
could be “ vicious competition” between 
the government and businessmen for 
borrowed funds or “ a reaccelerated 


inflation followed by a new recession 
and higher unemployment." 
In other economic developments in 
Congress: 


—The 
Senate 
adopted, 
86-0, 
a 
resolution urging the Federal Reserve 
Board to expand the money supply more 
rapidly for the next few months in an 
effort to lower interest rates and 
combat the recession. The resolution 
also asked the Fed to take Congress into 
its confidence twice a year about its 
money supply "objectives and plans" 
—hitherto secret policies 


—Director James Lynn of the Office 
of Management and Budget asked the 
Senate Appropriations Committee to 
trim the $5.9 billion Democratic bill 
passed by the House to create new jobs. 
He said too much antirecession spending 
could drive interest rates up and "we 
could end up aborting the very recovery 
we are trying to bring about. ” 
Thieu gives up Central Highlands to Viet Cong 


SAIGON (U PI) — President Nguyen 
Van Thieu South Vietnam agreed to 
hand the "indefensible” central High­ 
lands region to the Viet Cong in return 
for a Communist promise of safe 
passage for the 250,000 residents in the 
area, high government sources said 
tonight. 
A Communist demand to clear out of 
Pleiku, the highland’s capital 230 miles 
north of Saigon, within three days was 
accepted by Thieu in Saigon Sunday, the 
sources said. The Viet Cong then 
ordered the residents of Kontum and 
Dalat to leave as well, they said. 
The Central Highlands, an area of 
some 20,000 square miles, or about the 
size of Vermont, where the American 
war in Indochina began 14 years ago, 
was considered the worst setback for 
anti-Communist forces in Southeast 
Asia since North Vietnam became 


independent of the French in 1954. 
The high ranking sources said the 
United States was informed of the plan 
and moved all Americans out of the 
highlands by Monday. However, nine 
Americans already had been reported 
captured in the district capital of Ban 
Me Thuot. 
Viet Cong officials, backed by a 
massive incursion of North Vietnamese 
soldiers, 
guaranteed 
three-day 
safe 
passage for about 250,000 Pleiku area 
residents to leave the highlands, the 
sources said. 
Military sources had reported earlier 
that Thieu ordered government troops to 
evacuate the three provinces of the 
Central Highlands on grounds they were 
“ indefensible.” The three provinces 
were Kontum, Pleiku and Darlac. 
Beginning Sunday one of the most 
incredible convoys in the history of the 


Vietnam War began rolling out of Pleiku 
on a long-abandoned dirt road, Pro­ 
vincial Highway 7, to Cheo Reo, 60 miles 
away, and on to Tuy Hoa on the central 
coast 240 miles northeast of Saigon. 
Thousands of Kontum residents joined 
this convoy which at 4 p.m. today was 
only just reaching Cheo Reo, about one- 
third of the way. 
The 
Communists 
gave 
highlands 
residents three days to get clear of their 
cities, and gave specific instructions for 
the route of departure, the sources said. 
Residents of the highlands resort city 
of Dalat were ordered to proceed along 
Highway 11 to Phan Rang on the coast, 
165 miles northeast of Saigon. 
Pleiku was a ghost town of destruction 
as the tail of the convoy cleared out 
today. 
The main airfield was destroyed by 
government engineers, the one-time II 


Coros headquarters was flattened by 
deliberate explosions, and residents 
smashed and burned their own homes 
before hitting the trail of tears 
It was the largest convoy of the 
Indochina war —and with the route 
passing 
through 
Communist-held 
territory, it was clearly fraught with 
danger. 
The government sources told U PI that 
there 
had 
obviously 
been 
an 
arrangement 
between 
Thieu’s 
government and the Viet Cong, and 
perhaps 
also 
involving 
the 
United 
States. 
U.S. Embassy officials and American 
missionaries 
were 
evacuated 
from 
Pleiku 
and 
Kontum 
on 
Sunday. 
American missionaries in Dalat left for 
the coast today. 
Loss of the Central Highlands would 
give the Communists an unlimited 


staging area and unhindered supply 
routes for further offensives against the 
government. 
Diplomats 
said 
the 
next 
major 
Communist push would probably be 
against the coastal lowlands in an 
attempt to fulfill North Vietnam’s 
warlong effort to cut South Vietnam in 
two and isolate the northern cities of Da 
Nang and Hue. 
It would also be an admission by the 
Saigon government it can no longer 
defend the sparsely populated areas of 
South Vietnam and must concentrate on 
saving the heavily populated areas and 
the heavily productive regions. 
D irect 
A m erican 
m i l i t a r y 
involvement in South Vietnam began in 
the Central Highlands, with the first 
Green Beret advisers arriving in 1961 
and U.S. combat forces staging the first 
U.S. offensiVe in 1965. 


Communist forces under Ho Chi Mmh 
finally defeated the French in the epic 
battle of Dien Bien Phu and the 1954 
Geneva Conference divided Vietnam 
along the 17th Parallel to end French 
and nonCommunist Vietnam hopes of a 
united country

Despite few who write 'horse feathers' 


City beautification gains donors

What kind of a reaction did 
the 
Lompoc 
Beautification 
Commission get to its recent 
public appeal for tax deductible 
donations that would be used to 
finance 
city beautification 
projects? Glad you asked: 
“Horse feathers." 
So 
began 
one 
written 
response. 
It 
continued, 
“ Deduct 
it 
from 
sewer 
overcharge .” 
Another to-the-point reaction 
was, “With the rising utility 
costs and the City’s lack of 
maintenance 
of 
the 
alley 
behind my residence, forget 
beautification." 
These comments and many 
more were written on the 
fronts and backs of the appeal 
letters 
and 
accompanying 
pledge cards that were sent out 
in the January utility bills and 
returned to the city. Mike 
Kaufman, 
secretary to the 
commission, 
presented 
a 
representative sampling of the 
responses tu the commission 
last night. 
But before he did that he 
I reported that the number of 
r regular 
beautification 
fund 
donators has jumped from 210 
to 270 through the appeal letter. 
Interpreting 
the 
increase, 
Commissioner Julia Sand later 
commented. 
“ People 
are 
concerned about the increased 
costs of utilities. But inspite of 
that 
we 
have 
not 
had 
a 
decrease in the number of 
people 
participating 
in the 
beautification program 
That 
shows that people care about 
the city and how it looks. 1 
think it’s very commendable.” 
In addition, said Kaufman, 
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several “one-shot" donations 
were made The largest was for 
$100 from the Lompoc Shopping 
Center. 
Concerning the critical notes 
such as the above — those 
without donations — over 50 
were received 
About 10 of 
them were quickly discarded 
because of the writers’ choice 
of four letter words. 
“Only a few letters were 
super-positive 
and 
super­ 
derogatory,” the 
secretary 
pointed out. 
Many 
of 
the 
responses 
objected to utility costs: 
"With the proposed water 
rate hike. I, for one, will not be 
c o n t r i b u t i n g 
to 
any 
beautification fund, nor will I 
even continue to keep my lawn 
green 
by watering 
it 
frequently,” 
promised 
one 
resident. 
"Those of us 
who 
have 
vegetable gardens do so to 
offset the cost of food and 
during the summer our water 
bills are pretty high as it is It 
doesn’t make us happy to be 
held over the barrell.’ Water is 
a necessity. Daisies at the city 
entrances are not; neither are 
bushes in the street. ” 
Residents, such 
as 
the 
following 
one, 
complained 


about vacant lots and alleys; 
“I will do all I can only when 
you do your share. There are 
empty lots throughout the city 
and alleys that are full of 
trash ” 
About 
city 
street 
trees, 
someone wrote, “I will be glad 
to make a contribution when 
and if the trees on my public 
strip are cut back so I can see 
day.” 
In a more positive tone, a 
woman said, “We are here just 
on an extended visit in your fine 
city. It definitely has much to 
offer, and we are enjoying all 
of it.” 


She continued, however, “As 
a visitor, I can only state 
improvement would be great if 
you had an ordinance whereby 
empty lots were cleaned of 
debris.” 
One 
written 
com m ent 
amused Kaufman It read, “I 
suggest you terminate several 
non-productive 
employes 
to 
obtain these funds.” 
The appeal letter, composed 
by the commission and signed 
by Chairman Dave Schwark, 
asked 
for 
small 
monthly 
donations of 50 cents, $1 or $5, 
which would be added to the 
utility bill by the city finance 


department 
The 
donations, 
said the letter, would go to help 
finance 
city 
beautification 
projects such as up-grading 
ci ty 
e n t r a n c e 
a r e a s , 
participation in the Downtown 
Revitalization 
Project, 
and 
upgrading the landscape of the 
Lompoc Public Library. 
As 
of 
Feb. 
28. 
the 
beautification 
project 
fund 
balance 
was 
$7,522.70. 
Donations received from July 
1974 
to 
Feb. 
1975 
totalled 
$1,797 40

March has brought more indicators that county taxpayers can t 
expect relief in the 1975-76 fiscal year so far as county government 
operations are concerned. 
Despite continual resistance on the part of some officials, the 
county government’s waistline is due to expand even more in the 
year to come, as more services are provided and more help is 
extended to those caught in the widening recession 
Some of the new indicators just revealed are: 
— Welfare Department requests are in excess of $22 4 million in 
administrative and categonal aids, well up from the $18.5 million 
in the current budget. 
— The food stamp program is being expanded to the point where 
administrative cost of handling this sector in the coming year is 
expected to total about $987,000, up from $509.000 this year A new 
office to serve Goleta Valley is being set up in the expanding 
program, and more employes are being added 
— Salary and benefit requests relayed by county department 
heads total more than $44 5 million, which if approved would be a 
boost of over $5-million above figures in the current budget The 
requests don’t include any across-the-board salary increases 
county employe organizations might win in the ensuing months 
before a new budget is adopted this summer. Faced with a 
continuing wage-price squeeze, county employes certainly will 
ask for higher pay again. 
— While County Auditor-Controller Paul Floyd isn’t making 
definite predictions, it would appear the county’s record budget of 


$82 3 million in the current year could be exceeded in the next 
budget effective July 1. 
— The 1974-75 tax rate jumped almost 14 cents to $2 779 per $100 
assessed valuation What it will do in 1975T6 budget is anybody’s 
guess, but few are hopeful it can be kept at the current rate. 
— There are reports the Fire Department budget might zoom 
upward 25 per cent or more, on the basis of shorter work week — 
and more personnel — if the new federal hours regulations go into 
effect as anticipated Fire Department sources say that funding 
for apparatus replacements this year also won’t be minor. 
— There will be the usual boost in county personnel Some 
departments will hold the line, others can’t do so, they claim, in 
the face of mounting work loads. 
— 
The 
County 
Water 
Agency 
- 
assuming 
heavier 
responsibilities in charging 
the course ahead concerning 
supplemental water needs - will have a new supporting staff that 
is likely to cost $100,000 a year starting next year 
— A new Lompoc Municipal Court will cost about $50,000 more 
than the current justice court. 
— The Sheriff's Department will get at least 18 more deputy 
positions and possibly a number of others. Its budgetary requests 
— including correctional facilities — total more than $8.9 million, 
up from $7.6 million this year 
— Auditor-Controller Floyd had other sobering news this 
weekend He is now estimating only about $3,467,000 in Federal 
revenue-sharing funds for the county in the coming year, as 
compared with about $4 million predicted earlier.

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U.S. taking steps to permit 
oil exploration in Atlantic 


WASHINGTON (UPI> — The government is already beginning 
steps to permit oil and gas exploration in the Atlantic Ocean, with 
crude oil expected to be flowing by the 1960’s. 
The Supreme Court ruled 8-0 Monday that 13 coastal states have 
no right to sea bed beyond the three-mile limit. Justice Byron R 
White said the national interest demands that the federal 
government alone control access to the seas and the oil below 
The decision was unpopular with states seeking the royalties 
from offshore oil development and worried that oil spills would 
damage beaches and hurt marine life. Many New England 
politicians predicted a political battle over legislation to set up a 
corporation which would oversee offshore development and 
prevent the Interior Department from granting immediate long­ 
term leases. 
Interior Department plans to ask oil companies where they 
want to explore have been stalled pending Monday s ruling Soon 
after the decision was rendered. Interior announced it will renew 
its bid calls at the end of this week, or early next week 
The decision ends a six-year battle over ownership of 200.000 


square miles of sea bed on the Continental Shelf, which extends 
more than 100 miles offshore at some points No one knows for 
sure how much oil is there A geological survey of one 12.000- 
square mile area in the Middle Atlantic indicates 8 billion barrels 
of crude oil and 44 trillion cubic feet of gas are in that area alone 
In arguing for exclusive federal jurisdiction, the government 
said giving the states control over oil exploration would seriously 
delay the administration’s plan for energy independence in the 
next decade. 
An Interior spokesman said that even if oil companies respond 
quickly, final leases would not be signed for at least a year. Four 
or five more years of preparation and drilling would be required 
before the consumer could finally receive refined Atlantic oil. 
Interior Secretary Rogers C.B Morton said he was pleased with 
the Supreme Court decision, adding that Atlantic oil development 
will proceed in an orderly and environmentally sound manner .” 
Rogers assured coastal states governors “ that we will continue 
our policy of early and frequent discussions with them as we 
proceed with the development of this precious resource

Doctors' strike 


into second day 


NEW YORK (U P II - The 
nation’s first major doctor’s 
strike, in its second day today, 
apparently has not hurt medi­ 
cal operations at 21 hospitals, 
but at least one medical group 
predicts the walkout could 
spread nationwide. 
Interns and resident doctors, 
determined to end traditional 
round-the-clock shifts at the 
hospitals, walked out Monday. 
“ This is the first major 
doctors’ strike in the United 
States,’’ the American Medical 
Association said Monday. 
In Washington, the Physi­ 
cians National Housestaff As­ 
sociation, said “ the current 
hospital strike in New York 
City could spread nationwide.’’ 
Robert Harmon, head of the 
11,000 member PNHA, of which 
the 
striking 
Committee of 
Interns and Residents is an 
affiliate, said his organization 
was in full support of the 
walkout. 
“ Hospital patients don’t want 
to be treated by an overworked 
doctor who has been deprived 
of adequate rest,” Harmon 
said. 
“ New York 
is only the 
beginning,’’ he said. “ House­ 
staff physicians across the 
country are now determined to 
end exploitation by hospital 
administrators.” 
The 
strike 
is 
aimed 
at 
hospitals 
managed 
by 
the 
League of Voluntary Hospitals, 
and was called by the 3,000- 
member CIR 
Doctors have agreed to leave 
picket lines to perform emer­ 
gency medical services. 
A league spokesman said 
staff physicians and medical 
school personnel were filling 
positions left vacant by interns.

Michael K. Evans, president

“ I would like to believe the 
Fed will no cause another 
credit crunch, but the odds are 
against it,” Evans said in a 10- 
year forecast. 
He said recent action by Fed 
Chairman Arthur F. Burns to 
restrict monetary growth at a 
time of rising unemployment 
has 
made 
him 
“ more 
pessimistic about the possible 
course of monetary policy ’ 
Evans predicted that unem­ 
ployment will hit 9 per cent this 
year, drop to 8 per cent in 1976 
and hover around 6 per cent 
until 1981. 


To return unemployment to a 
normal rate of 4.5 per cent 
would be a “ truly herculean 
task —one which the peacetime 
economy is not equal to unless 
major restructuring of the tax 
system is undertaken, which 
would allow for much faster 
growth of the total capacity of 
the economy,” Evans said. 
He said the rate of inflation 
will drop to 6.1 per cent in 1976 
but start to climb again in 1977, 
prompting the Federal Reserve 
to once again tighten monetary 
policy 
and 
bring 
about 
a 
recession. 
Evans said unemployment 
could be brought down to 4.5 
per cent by 1981 only if the 
economy grew at the annual 
average rate of 6.7 per cent, 
almost double the average 
postwar growth rate of 3.5 per 
cent. 


One of the consequence of a 
second recession in four years, 
Evans said, would an “ end (toi 
the 
independence 
of

move by both the President and

In a related development, the

SACRAMENTO (U P I) — The 
state’s new energy commission 
has outlined a goal of reducing 
the growth rate of electric 
power consumption in Cali­ 
fornia while balancing energy 
needs and the desire to protect 
the environment.

Conservation and Development 
Commission held their first 
meeting Monday to determine 
the length of their staggered 
terms. 
Former Assembly Speaker 
Bob Moretti drew a four-year 
term the commisson created 
by the legislature to coordinate 
energy development in the 
state while Chairman Richard 
Maullin picked a one-year stint. 
Maullin served as one of Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr .’s top 
campaign aides and deputy to 
him as Secretary of State, 
while Moretti battled unsuc­ 
cessfully against Brown for the 
Democratic 
gubernatorial 
nomination.

—He was not allowed to 
claim national security as a 
defense. 
—Former President Richard 
Nixon did not testify. 
—U.S. 
D istrict 
Judge 
Gerhard Gesell “ by gestures 
and facial expressions" may 
have created an impression of 
disbelief among the jurors 
about Ehrlichman’s own and 
other defense testimony 
—Gesell failed to delay the 
trial or move it from Washing­ 
ton in light of “ unprecedented, 
prejudicial pretrial publicity 
Nixon’s former No. 2 aide 
was convicted last July of 
conspiring to violate the civil 
liberties of Dr. Lewis Fielding. 
Ehrlichman 
supervised 
the 
“ plumbers” special investiga­ 
tive unit, which broke into the 
doctor's office in search of 
damaging information about 
Ellsberg who was charged in 
connection with the release of 
the Pentagon Papers.

LOS ANGELES (UPI i-The 
offices of billionaire Howard 
Hughes were a secret reposito­ 
ry for classified Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency files, which were 
then stolen from the office and 
held for $1 million ransom, a

According to the KABC-TV 
news team, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation offered to pay 
for the retrieval of the files, 
taken in the June 5 burglary of 
the Hollywood offices of Hugh­ 
es' Summa Corp 
Peter Noyes, special projects 
producer, and Dick Carlson, an 
investigative reporter for the 
station, said police who investi­ 


gated the burglary revealed 
that a ransom demand was 
made after the files, money 
and some art objects were 
taken 
Police investigators said the 
Hughes office was an illegal 
CIA repository, an allegation 
that Noyes said has been denied 
by the Defense Department 
Noyes said that according to 
a report in the New York Times 
last 
Friday, 
FBI 
Director 
Clarence Kelly told William 
Sullivan, FBI agent-in-charge 
here, to have police place a 
coded classified ad in the Los 
Angeles Times offering a $1 
million reward for the stolen 
files. 


The money allegedly was to 
be provided by the FBI

are still missing In February,

Mary Saladino gives of talent

“See deep enough, and you see musically: 
The heart of Nature being everywhere music, 
if you can only reach it.' ’ 
Carlyle — Heros and Hero Worship 
Lecture III 
The above is only one of many quotes which express 
Mary Saladino's feeling for music. 
On a volunteer basis Mrs Saladmo. a Lompoc 
resident for nine-and-a-half years, started a vocal 
music program at Hapgood Elementary School last 
March She receives no pay for her service but feels 
musical expression is a basic emotional need which 
must be met. 
"Music is so important at that age,” says Mrs, 
Saladmo 
According to the tall, attractive housewife, her 
involvement with the Hapgood program stems not 
only from music’s role in her life, but from the 
importance of music in her children’s lives. 
Ron and Mary Saladino have three daughters — 
Laura, 11; Lisa, 9; and Linda, 4 Laura and Lisa both 
attend Hapgood where their mother teaches vocal 
music. 
Through her involvement with the Hapgood PTA 
unit (she is presently hospitality chairman), Mrs. 
Saladino became aware of the need at Hapgood for a 
vocal music program. With the help of pianist Nancy 
Bergstresser 
and 
program 
coordinator 
Gaye 
Hinshaw, Mrs. Saladino began teaching songs to 
students after school. The students came voluntarily. 
In the past Hapgood had teachers who spent part of 
their tune teaching vocal music, according to 
Hapgood Principal Robert Young. But they have no 
vocal music teachers in the school district at the 
elementary level now. 
"Most elementary teachers have no experience in 
that field,” he added. 
Young strongly supports the importance of music. 
Of Mrs. Saladino he says enthusiastically, "She’s 
teaching the children the joy of singing. She has a 
talent and she’s using it.” 
"The children love it,” he added. "Children who 
thought they couldn't sing, are singing. Children who 
were turned off to music, are turned on.” 
Mrs. Saladino’s involvement with music began in 
her high school years when she was active in the 
school choir and was a part of the high school 
ensemble which won in state competition four years 
in a row. Her involvement continued into her college 
years at Southern Illinois University where she began 
a major in music. 
Though her involvement with the university choir 
continued, she changed her major to home economics 
and education early in her university career. 


Since 
college, 
Mrs. 
Saladino 
taught 
home 
economics for four years and has been active in 
church choirs. She directed children’s choirs at 
Lompoc’s First Presbyterian Church on several 
occasions. 
"I don't think I could teach adults vocal music,” she 
admitted with a smile. 
But the children seem to love the idea. Between 35 
and 40 students from kindergarten through sixth 
grade participated in the vocal portion of the Hapgood 
May Music Festival last year, even though practices 
had been held after regular school hours. Over 250 
students participated in the recent musical patriotic 
program which was presented February 20 
"The program has grown continually,” said 
Principal Young. He explained that they had 
originally planned to have the children practice in two 
groups. Since then they have had to divide them 
according to grade level. 
Though students are now practicing during school 
hours, which allows bused students to participate, 
they are still involved on a volunteer basis. Even so, 
the program does not exempt them from other 
classes, added Young. 
"Music is so important!” stresses Mrs. Saladino. 
"It is a language which integrates many languages. It 
is an emotion which conveys many emotions. It is a 
history which touches every culture on record. 
"Music done in good taste, provides an effective and 
acceptable release from the most troubled and 
difficult of emotions, thereby lifting the spirit and 
assisting in the development of good mental health.” 
Mrs. Saladino feels that music also assists in 
developing skills in mathematics and physical 
coordination; in developing good listening habits and 
reading skills; in developing pleasant pronunciation, 
good diction and spelling skills. In short, it is all 
pervasive. 
"The benefits of music cannot be over-evaluated,” 
she says. "Each form of music serves as an 
instrument of communication. And therein lies its 
true value — communication.” 
Principal Young admits that, in time, they hope to 
have a full-time elementary music teacher in the 
school district... but they need the parents’ help. 
He explains that this is a school board decision. 
"The school board can’t operate in a vacuum ... they 
are responsible to the needs of the community.” 
Through petitions, suggestions and other forms of 
pressure to the board. Young feels that parents must 
make their feelings known 
"But it can’t be done overnight,” he added. "It must 
be worked into the budget and that takes time. " 
"If they still don’t have the money and ask me to do 
it again," said Mrs. Saladino, “I’ll probably do it. But 
Hapgood is only one school...! can’t reach them all.”

Counties, cities 
oppose binding 
arbitration bill 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) — The state's cities and counties have 
called for the elimination of binding arbitration from the 
legislature's major public employes collective bargaining bill. 
The League of California Cities and the County Supervisors 
Association of California Monday advanced the plan which would 
give local officials the final authority in deciding public employe 
labor disputes. 
Legislation (SB275) by Sen. Ralph Dills, D-Gardena, would 
establish a form of binding arbitration to be used if employes and 
local government management were unable to resolve their 
differences. 
The two organizations warned in a joint announcement that the 
Dills measure would permit a “ third party” arbitrator to make 
critical decisions affecting tax rates without being “ responsible to 
the public.” 
In place of arbitration, the groups proposed an “ impasse 
resolution mechanism” requiring mediation, fact-finding, public 
recommendations and public hearings. A city council or board of 
supervisors would have to “ vote publicly to adopt or reject 
recommendations for settlement of the dispute.” 
“ Such a process assures a role for the citizens in the 
community 
through 
their 
elected 
representatives,” 
the 
organizations said in a statement. 
Modesto Mayor Lee Davies, president of the league, and 
Alameda County Supervisor Joseph Bort, president of the 
supervisors association, said the organizations were not opposed 
to the collective bargaining bill. 
The said they favor the “ replacement of current ambiguous 
statutes with a formal and balanced mechanism.”

'Babe' McCarthy 
dies of cancer 
BALDWYN, Miss. (U PI) - James 
Harrison “ Babe” McCarthy, former 
head basketball coach of Mississippi 
State University and the Kentucky 
Colonels of the American Basketball 
Association, died today after an eight- 
month battle with cancer. He was 50. 
McCarthy died at 5 a.m. in Northeast 
Mississippi Medical Center Satellite 
Hospital here. 
McCarthy, who had spent the past few 
months at the home of a sister near his 
hometown of Baldwyn, returned to the 
hospital over the weekend.

had 
been 
inducted 
into

Mississippi Sports Hall of Fame Monday 
night. 
McCarthy, fired in 1973 as head coach 
of the Kentucky Colonels, had been 
recuperating from surgery that doctors 
had hoped removed all traces of a 
malignancy of the colon. He had lost 
nearly 40 pounds since undergoing two 
successive operations last June. 
McCarthy coached Mississippi State 
to four Southeastern Conference titles 
during a 10-year stint that started in 1955.

barred 
the 
Bulldogs from participating in the 
NCAA regionals in 1959, 
1961 and 
1962—when they tied Kentucky for the 
championship —because they would 
have to play against blacks. 
But in 1963, McCarthy sneaked the 
team aboard a chartered flight at 
Starkville and took off for East Lansing, 
Mich . and the Mid-Eastern Regionals. 
The Bulldogs lost 61-51 to Loyola of 
Chicago, an all-black team, in the 
opening round.

Walton, who was questioned by the 
F B I in San Francisco last week in 
connection with a nationwide hunt for 
newspaper heiress Patricia Hearst, said 
Monday, “ All I know is that most 
everybody I have called in the past 
several weeks has been interviewed by 
the F B I within 10 hours after I made the 
call.” 
Walton, who signed an estimated $2 
million contract with the Portland Trail 
Blazers of the National Basketball 
Association but has been sidelined by a 
bone spur much of the season, reiterated 
that he told the F B I he knew nothing 
about the Symbionese Liberation Army 
and two of his friends, Jack and Micki 
Scott. 


The Scotts are sought by the F B I for 
questioning about the underground life 
of Miss Hearst and her SLA companions, 
William and Em ily Harris. The Scotts 
have lived with Walton since last fall.

He said they had left for a vacation.

Pender runs 'to be somebody' 
Too short, too old — not too slow 


MY FAST START is my psych-out,” says 37-year-old Mel Pender. “ The other guys 
ask how I can start so fast. I tell ’em I have the magical powers of a warlock.”

NEW YORK - (N EA ) - What makes Mel 
Pender, antique, extraordinaire, run? First, 
though, perhaps we ought to inquire how it is 
possible he can still run. 
Pender, share-holder of world indoor 
records at 50,60 and 70 yards, is 37 years old, 
positively paleozoic in the sprinting world. 
But age has usually been the least of 
Pender’s problems. He has always been too 
old to run. 
After all, he didn’t start as a competitor 
until he was 24 years old, an age when many 
sprinters turn in their 
swifty spikes for 
joggers’ sneakers. 
Rather, his age has been secondary to his 
build. Most sprinters are structured like 
greyhounds. Pender, however, is sleek as a 
bulldog. He is 5-5, weighs 158 pounds, 
supported by curiously brief legs. 
Also, there is his problem about being 
booted out of races. Some starters think he 
hunches on the gun. Two false starts and you 
are disqualified, which happens to Pender 
too often for his tastes. 
“ They disqualify me and then they are 
embarrassed when films show I was off with 
the crack of the gun,” said Pender recently. 
“ With all that’s going against me, I have to 
have the timing of a fast start going for me. 
“ That’s my advantage, on and off the 
boards. My fast start is my psych-out. The 
other guys ask how I can start so fast. I tell 
’em I ’m a Scorpio, and have the magical 


powers of a warlock.” 
But his arcane powers are diminishing. 
“ My bones and muscles don’t do what they 
used to,” said Pender. “ This will be my last 
year.” 
He runs now in the International Track 
Association meets, and so far this year has 
finished fourth and fifth. He says he will do 
better the next time, which is the Vitalis Pro 
Track Classic in Los Angeles on Saturday 
night, March 22, 1975, and before a national 
television audience. 
But the initial question, why does Pender 
run remains valid, even though he is finally 
running down. 
Pender, a captain in the Army and 
assistant track coach at West Point, says 
running has helped him feel important. 
“ I always wanted to be somebody,” he 
said. “ And for a long time I thought I was 
inferior. I guess I was made to feel inferior 
in the way I grew up.” 
Pender is from Atlanta, Georgia, and went 
to segregated schools — “ if you can call 
them schools,” he said. “ Third, fourth and 
fifth grades in one classroom. A big concrete 
building with concrete floors. And a big pot­ 
bellied stove with the pipes going out the 
windows.” 
He finished high school at age 17, got 
married and soon became a father. He was 
delivering for a florist for $35 a week when 
he realized that the only way he could 
support his family was to go into the Army. 
Also, he felt that he would like to be a pilot, 


and that would make him somebody. 
He did not become a pilot because most 
blacks in the Army in the mid-’50s were 
made cooks or ditch-diggers, he said. He dug 
ditches. Then he got a chance to become a 
paratrooper — to be somebody, and made 97 
jumps, a number of them in Vietnam. 
But in 1961 he chanced to run in an Army 
track meet in Okinawa, and won. He 
eventually made the ’64 U.S. Olympic team 
(“ coming out of nowhere” ) but missed a 
gold medal in the relay team when he had to 
withdraw because of a pulled muscle. He 
was determined to return, and did in ’68, 
winning a gold medal despite being 10 years 
older (at 31) than the next oldest American 
sprinter. 
It was the glory in running and his broad 
experiences in the Army, he says, that gave 
him confidence. After traveling, meeting 
many people and having successes, he found 
he was not too dumb to get a college 
education; now he is just 30 hours short of a 
correspondence 
degree 
in 
recreational 
management from Ohio University. 
“ And winning in track — the feeling is 
unbelievable,” he said. “ When I won the 
Millrose 60-yard dash in Madison Square 
Garden in 1972,1 ran back as fast as I ran the 
race. I couldn’t wait to get into the spotlight. 
“ And when I broke the 60-yard record in 
Salt Lake City three years ago, I ran the 
victory lap and was so happy and thrilled to 
be one of America’s top runners that I cried, 
cried all the way around "

Thetipoff: 
There’s a landmark sports injury case nearing conclusion in 
Stockton, Calif. The issue revolves around the tackling technique 
of “ face to the numbers” — using the helmet for head-on tackling 
— which left young Rob Mudd a paraplegic for life at the age of 15, 
The damages for his practice injury might come to $2.5 million. 
Q. Is there any chance that Bill Cartwright, the seven-foot high 
school All-American center from California, will pass up college 
and go into the pros like Moses Malone did? — E.V., Roanoke, Va. 
A. There’s always a chance, but in this case I say it’s very slim. 
Cartwright, the new whiz from Elk Grove High outside 
Sacramento, is already committed to the University of San 
P'rancisco with a signed letter of intent. More important, he needs 
the college training because he doesn’t have the physical strength 
of Malone, who has made a remarkable transition from high 
school to the ABA. 


Q. Who do you think will be voted the most valuable player in 
the National Basketball Association this year, and how is it 
determined? — J.R., Pittsfield, Mass. 
A. Since statistics carry a lot of weight. I ’d have to think 
Buffalo’s Bob McAdoo, the NBA’s leading scorer, will be voted 
the winner of the Podoloff Cup. But personally I think it should go 
to Dave Cowens, the brilliant, hustling center of the Boston 
Celtics, because of what he means to his team. Or maybe even 
someone like rugged Jerry Sloan of the Chicago Bulls, who sets 
the tempo for their physical style of play. The players of the NBA 
actually cast the ballots for the MVP The award was inaugurated 
by the writer in 1956, when Bob Pettit won the first trophy (it was 
called the President’s Cup then), with NEA tabulating the votes. 
The league conducts the voting now. 


Q. I keep hearing that Catfish Hunter may not necessarily pitch 
for the New York Yankees this year, that the Oakland A’s are 
trying to get him back. What’s the story? — R.L., Lorain, 0. 
A. The New York Yankees are counting fully on the Catfish to 
lead their bid for a return to American League eminence. But the 
legalities on the case aren’t over yet because Charlie Finley, the 
A’s owner, is still pursuing legal action to overturn the decision by 
the three-man arbitration board which made Catfish a free agent. 
And there’s a good chance that it could come to a head in late 
summer. But meanwhile. Hunter will be racking up wins for the 
Yanks. 


Q. How many trips to the mound in a regular game may a 
manager make before the pitcher is removed from the game? Is it 
two trips per game or per inning? — Geo. Chapman, Castro 
Valley, Calif 
A. Paragraph 8 06 of the Official Baseball Rules limits the 
number of trips by a manager or coach to the mound in a single 
inning to two. On the second trip, the pitcher must be removed. 


Q. Midget football is a large organization here, as well as 
throughout our country. Could you give me an idea of how many 
pros got their starts in organized football? — Mai Morris, DuBois, 
Pa. 
A. There are no accurate figures available. 1 don’t think there 
are many. Most of the pros I ’ve talked to, such as Fran Tarkenton, 
don’t embrace the idea of organized football at the small child’s 
level. They don’t think their bodies are ready for the grueling 
physical contact. I agree. 


Q. I ’ve been hearing a lot about this new brand of soccer that’s 
played indoors. Can you tell me what you think of it? — Brad P., 
Sharon, Pa. 
A. It’s fast and exciting and ersatz. If they can sell a tug-of-war 
between two out-of-shape gangs of football players as spectacular 
excitement, they can sell anything. I ’ve seen indoor soccer; it has 
a little bit of basketball and a little bit of hockey and a little bit of 
soccer. There’s more scoring to satiate the American appetite. I 
can see it becoming quite violent as some teams hire 6-5, 240- 
pound “ enforcers” to bang the little fast guys into the boards and 
decimate teams. That’ll sell, too 


Q. Do professional track stars make enough money to live on? — 
E.H., Cincinnati, Ohio. 
A. Not really. Distance runner Ben Jipcho was high at $18,000 
last year, but your average consistent winner netted around 
$12,000. Of course, the season is only five and a half months long 
and even then most of the contestants work at regular jobs, flying 
in (all expenses paid) to the meets on weekends. 


Parting shot: 
I don’t know why there’s so much fuss about Bill Russell’s 
reluctant act with the Basketball Hall of Fame. They don’t need 
him there to enshrine him for his feats. The inconsistent part of 
his action was not advising the Hall beforehand that he wasn’t 
interested.

Nine persons died in California hunting accidents last year, 
setting a record for the fewest number in the 21-year history of the 
Department of Fish and Game’s hunter safety training program 
The number of nonfatal accidents totaled 69, a drop from the 77 
for the previous year, and the accident rate slipped from 1 29 to 
1.16 per 10,000 licensed hunters. There were 674,000 resident 
hunting licenses sold m the state during 1974. 
These are among highlights of the DFG’s annual report on 
hunter safety training released this week. 
More than half of the accidents occurred at distances of less 
than 10 yards between victim and shooter Deer hunters led all 
others in number of mishaps (20) and number of fatalities (3), 
with waterfowl (14) and pheasant and rabbit hunters (11 each) 
following. 
Shotguns (47) accounted for more than twice as many accidents 
as did rifles (23), but only two of the shotgun mishaps were fatal 
while seven fatalities were caused by riñes All seven handgun 
casualties were self-inflicted. 
During the year the state’s 3,300 volunteer hunter safety 
instructors trained 72,229 students in principles of firearms and 
archery safety, sportsmanship and wildlife management

A baby female shark just three feet long, discovered Jan 29 off 
the coast of Costa Rica, may help scientists trace the mysterious 
life history of the great whale shark, the largest fish known to 
man. 
Except for a live embryo discovered in a shark egg in the Gulf of 
Mexico in 1953, the small whale shark now being studied at the 
Natural History Museum of Los Angeles County is the smallest 
specimen of the species ever found. 
The whale shark, a gentle but awe-inspiring giant of the seas, is 
known to grow to lengths exceeding 60 feet. Its weight is a matter 
of conjecture, but a 38-foot whale shark taken in 1912 is estimated 
to have weighed 26,594 pounds. 
'The baby shark was caught in the purse seme of a tuna boat near 
Cl^perton Island off the coast of Costa Rica The shark was 
immediately frozen. 


It is bluish gray on top with large whitish spots covering its 
entire back The head is strongly flattened, the mouth large with 
rows of inward-pointing small teeth already formed 
At present, the life history of the whale shark is a mystery, 
although it can be found in all tropical seas. It feeds on the bottom 
of the ocean food chain, taking in great quantities of plankton and 
small fish. 
Fitch said whale sharks are so gentle fishermen have walked 
over their backs to cut free a net and release them. They are so 
sluggish and slow-moving that they have been rammed by 
freighters, without any apparent animosity on their part.

WASHINGTON — The governors have 
come and gone, the mayors have come 
and gone 
Their plea was identical: 
Please send money quick because, if we 
are not bankrupt, we soon will be. 
It was put vividly by Mayor Joseph 
Alioto of San Francisco, chairman of the 
Conference of Mayors, who said that if 
you live on the edge of a volcano you 
have more knowledge of when an 
eruption is likely to occur than if you 
live at a distance. 
He was talking, as 
did the other mayors, 
about the threat of the 
coming summer with 
unemployment in the 
center cities among 
the minorities and the 
young up to 20 per cent 
or more 
The mayors were 
lobbying 
for 
$5.7 
billion in federal aid to provide jobs and 
to avert a breakdown of services with 


policemen 
and 
firemen lopped off 
of payrolls that could not be met. 


The $2 billion President Ford has 
requested to create an additional 760,000 
summer jobs and extend the present 
program falls far short of what the 
mayors believe essential to avoid an 
explosion in another long hot summer. 
The urgent plea of the governors and 
the mayors comes at a moment when a 
grim awareness of stem reality is 
beginning to take hold.

paragraphs, a small miracle. 
He began. “In times past, when life 
offered fewer controversies, a beauty 
queen would meet the press and expect 
no questions more challenging than 
what her favorite food was. 
“In those long-gone days, the queen 
would smile sweetly and say pancakes 
or maybe peanut butter sandwiches, and 
then somebody else would ask if she had 
a boyfriend 
“Nowadays, though — what with 
women’s lib and all — beauty queens 
usually are in for a pretty good grilling 
when they show up for Q and A in the big 
cities.” 
Then he brought in a disillusioned 1970 


Miss California (Karin Kascher), who 
handed over the crown with these 
sentiments:

she remarked

District board of trustees, 
Gail Steiger, expressed some 
grave concern over the future 
of the financial situation of 
the district. She said she was 
worried over the economic 
threats and suggested that the 
board might want to impose a 
hiring freeze for “anyone not 
d irectly 
involved 
with 
children.” 


Now this week, we hear 
from the administration that 
the school district faces a 
million dollar-plus deficit in 


Concern 


the next year unless there is 
relief from somewhere. 
The district projects costs 
at $14,534,937 compared to 
income of $13,356,539. If the 
district is to make up the 
deficit through the tax rolls, it 
could conceivably amount to 
an approximate increase of 
$1.50 
per 
$100 
assessed 
valuation. 
The financial crisis, and that 
it is, is attributed to a serious 
drop in enrollment that cuts 
state and federal aid money. 
Costs 
of 
school 
supplies, 
which have risen as much as 
160 
per 
cent, 
cannot 
be 
discounted either. 


In light of this recent report 
by 
the administration, 
we 
wholeheartedly 
share 
the 
concern of Trustee Steiger. 
We 
would 
call 
upon 
the 


trustees to pay heed to their 
colleagues’ 
concern 
and 
explore 
where 
we 
are, 
financially 
speaking, 
and 
where we are going. This 
could easily be done without 
a n o t h e r 
f u l l - s c a l e , 
professional inquiry or study. 
The Williams Report no doubt 


contains 
most 
of 
the 
information 
necessary 
to 
assess the answers to these 
questions.

Recommendations of a consultant on 
current sound levels could have a 
profound impact on the future character 
of life in Lompoc Valley, if they are 
followed. 
A study by J.J. Van Houten and 
Associates 
concludes 
with 
these 
recommendations: i ) Limit the growth 
of Lompoc Airport. 2) Negotiate with 
Vandenberg Air Force Base to freeze 
the number of late evening and early 


morning 
approaches 
to the Base Airport. 3) 
Encourage 
Southern 
Pacific 
Railroad 
to 
improve 
the 
track 
along Laurel Avenue 
and to develop a long 
range plan to remove 
the “humping” yard 
from 
the 
central 
portion of the city. 4) 
Develop 
a policy of noise abatement and control 
of 
the commercial, 
industrial 
and 
agricultural activities within the Valley. 
5) 
M inimize 
or 
elim inate 
new 
residential developments within the 
“noise impact zone.” A map of the 
Valley shows the zone on the direct, 
northeast approach to Vandenberg and 
falling west of the city. The zone is 
eliptic in form beginning just west of the 
city and broadening as it goes toward 
the 
base. 
There 
is 
virtually 
no 
development presently in the zone. 


There are other recommendations 
dealing with compliance with state 
standards on cars and trucks. 


In an introduction, the authors note: 
“In general, noise is not considered a 
significant environmental problem in 
Lompoc Valley or within the City of 
Lompoc. However, this generalization 
may 
not 
prove comforting 
to the 
individual subjected to the shrill of a

train warning signal.” 


Noise, 
incidentally, 
is defined as 
“unwanted sound.”

recommendations and the incorporation 
of the ideas into our way of life is 
probably a long way off. However, there 
is the inference in all this that indicates 
the move to prevent unwanted and 
harmful noise levels is already too far 
along to be headed.

The state legislature has been in 
the hands of the Republicans for more 
than 100 years And since the legislature 
votes all spending and taxes, the recent 
tenure of two Democratic governors 
doesn’t change the record. 
The only way out is to cut the cloth to 
fit the income available in current 
taxes. This should be done without 
turning the state over to land developers 
who would cut it up into small pieces 
and 
destroy 
the 
beauty 
and 
the 
tranquility that are Vermont’s heritage. 
One way is to attract industry as 
against the ski and recreation projects 
that take so much land and provide so 
few jobs. 
A ccording 
to 
the 
A dvisory 
Commission 
on 
Intergovernmental 
Relations, two other states, New York 
and Wisconsin, have taxed themselves 
into the same box as Vermont. 
A warning signal came when New 
Y o r k ’s 
U rb an 
D e v e lo p m e n t 
Corporation, initiated in 1968 by Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller, defaulted on $110

of 
its 
bonds. 
The 
new 
Democratic 
governor, 
Hugh Carey, 
responded by calling on the legislature 
to come to the rescue out of the state’s 
general funds, even though the bonds 
have no direct claim on the state's 
credit but only a “moral” obligation to 
repay the bondholders. 
The warning bells have too long been 
ignored Bond issues for badly needed 
new schools and civic improvements 
have been repeatedly voted down.
